“with relief’ announcement of go- 
vernment assistance in handling in- 
creased education costs to some miu- 
nicipalities. 

Both public and separate school 
board officials in Hastings and Prince 
Edward counties agreed the new pro- 
vincial policy wil Ibenefit most muni- 
cipalities in the counties. 

The province will now pay increases 
above two mills on provincial equaliz- 
ed assessment in municipalities under 
69,000 population that have held their 
per pupils cost increase to 15. pef cent 
over the 1968 figure. 

“The province's move will be of 
considerable assistance to all boards’, 
said Hastings Board of Education 
Chairman, James Clarke. “Although 
Hastings had no dramatic set of dif- 
ferences in local tax levies such as 
some. coynties experienced, some 
sharp increases occurred in munici- 
palities because of jower provincial 
grants”. 

The Hastings board's budget has

Board chairman James Clarke called 
the budget “an encouraging first 
step towards the provision of equality 
og education”. 

In presenting the $14,902,802 bud- 
get he outlined an 11 point program 
aimed at up-grading educational op- 
portunities in the county. 

Inchided were provisions to estab- 
lish kindergartens or three-tier pro- 
grams in all parts of the county, to 
introduce French in all elementary 
schools, tg eliminate all one-room 
schools, to. appoint an audio-visual 
co-ordinator and 12 consultants for 
special educational services. 

The increase of $2,219,000 over the 
}$12,684,00 cost of education last year 
for the 13 individual boards then 
operating in the county represents 8 
rise of 17.5 per cent. :

PRACTICAL APPROACH 
GENERAL FARM 


{From the Ontario Beef Amprove- 

ment Association) 

The Ontario Beet Improvement As- 
sociation recently issued a statement 
reaffirming their position that there 
is truly a need for a General Farm 
Organization to work on behalf of 
Ontario Farmers. The Association 
agrees there are many problems fac- 
ing farmers and a G.F.O. which, if 
resolved, will benefit not only farmers 
in particular, but society in general. 
Some of these would include pollution, 
expropriation, taxes, trade, etc. 

‘The area of deep concern, however, 
is in the basic structure of a G.F.O. 


 \The Association agrees that a Gener- 


al Farm Organization must represent 
farmers, but that this can most effec- 
tively and efficiently be done through 
their Commodity Boards. Under the 
proposal of the O.B.LA. the. basic 
structure of a G.F.O would be made 
up of the 20 to 25 Commodity Boards 
now established in the Province. Each 
of these Boards would send-one mem- 


jper to the Provincial Board of Direc- 


tors of a G.F.O. In addition, represen- 
tatives would be appointed from 4 
limited number of existing recog nized 
groups, such as Women's Institute 
and Junior Farmers, thus arriving at 
an ultimate Board of Directors of 
approximately thirty people. This, 
Provincial Board must then elect @ 
President, Executive and hire a Gen- 
eral Manager and staff and be re-) 
sponsible for matters of board interest 
to all farmers such a& taxes, pollution, 
etc. The Commodity Boards would 
remain autonomous and be respon-", 
sible for matters pertaining to that 
commodity only. 

‘The Provincial Board would be fi 
nanced by a deduction trom all farm 
products al time of sale, collected by 
the commodity groups and forwarded 
to the parent Organizat ion, A reason. | 
able budget would be adopted until, 
tt ia demonstrated that the 
collected is being responsibily spent on 
behalf of farmers, and until farmers 
indicate, through the respective or 
ganizations, that they desire addition-

He also saw igloos built 
specially for his visit, although few 
eskimos now live in the snow houses, 
and then only when they travel from 
‘heir communities to hunt polar bear, 
walrus, sea! and to'trap white fox. ¢ 

It was the natives’ present housing 
which gave the Governor-General one 
of his strongest impressions. The Es- 
kimo communities visited by him were 
dotted with wooden homes built with 
federal government aid. : 

Gone are the days of burning seal 
and whale oj! for heat and melting 
snow for-water. Homes of the inhabi- 
tants are heated by fuel-oil systems 
and have running water and electri- 
city. : 

The Eskimos may be poor in terms 
of lack of dollars for there is little 
industry, but Mr. Michener said he 
saw little evidence of poverty. 

“There was no sign of a lack of 
food”, he told a news conference Fri- 
day. 

Everywhere he went, the Governor- 
General saw schools where Eskimo 
children learn English as well as the 
other normal subjects. Few, however, 
have classes beyond Grade six. 


Some communities have adult-train- | 


ing centres where beyond-school-age 
persons are taught English and crafts. 

The vice-regal party also saw the 
means by which most Eskimos earn 
their income. Although many work 
for the federal government in such 


tasks as maintenance at the larger) 
communities, the main source of in- | 


come is hunting, trapping, stone-carv- 
ing and manufacturing northern-style 
garmenis such as parkas, heavy 
wool stockings and sealskin mukluks, 
slippers and mittens. 

Indeed, the Governor-General was 
presented with a gift of some type of 
Eskimo handicraft at every stop, In 
addition, the party made several pur- 
chases to take home with them. 

But Mr. Michener said he does not 


believe the North will develop beyond | 


its present stage unless there is “an 


economic reason for it’. He told the | 


news conference the prospect of oi] in 


the western Arctic can be of great 


importance to the North and that he 
believes minerals will be found in the 
region. .

The Greek Orthodox Easter is one 
week later than ours and is a moré 
important holiday than Christmas 
even. The shops and streets were gaily 
decorated -—- even our plane sported 
bright mobiles with “Happy Easter” 
in three languages. For Easter Sun- 
day breakfast we had the traditional 
bright red eggs, which are to bef 
cracked open in a certain fashion.

LATIONS came into effect on April 1, 1969. 


Several significant provisions are incorporated under this Act ‘to 
protect Ontario's forests from fire and, at the same _ time, allow great- 


er freedom of forest travel. 


One important revision affects the Forest Travel Permit Sys- 
tem, whereby Forest Travel Permits are now required only during very 
high fire danger periods when travel must be controlled for safety. 


RESTRICTED ZONE 


The Act provides for the Minister of Lands and Forests to declare 
an area a Restricted Fire Zone andjor Restricted Travel Zone.

Restricted zones will be imposed only when the fire danger rating 
is such that it is unsafe for people to travel or set camp fires in 
the forest.

But no company can contin- 
we to lose heavily and stay in 
betsiness, and Maclean's is no 
exception, despite a healthy 
parent company. About the 
time the Post called it quits in’ 
the United States, Maclean's 
faced two alternatives — 
change the format or follow 
suit. 


Starting in January, Ma- 
elean's reduced the size of the 
magazine and adopted the for- 
mat ef the chief advertising 
grabber of Canada, Time maga. 


“The cheaper newsprint cost. 
plus increased advertising 


revenues meént black ink for 
the first time in years. Now 
Canadian companies could 
place the same advertisement 
fn Maclean's and Time. Prior 
to ‘this year, companies not 
only had to pay top space rates 


. for Maclean's but faced high 


production costs since ads for 
the magazine were good no- 


‘where elise. 


To complete the cycle, sports 
cartoonist, turned cvangelist, 
turned TY preacher, turned 
hewspaperman, turned politi- 
cian, turned television com- 
mentator, turned TV execu- 
tive, furned radio commenta- 
ter, Charles Templeton became 
editor, He was given a free 
hamd to not” only keep Ma- 
elean’s as the country’s nation- 
al magazine, but to turn it into 
# money-maker as well. 


And the May issue was tailor 
made for some extra promo- 
tien. Featuring a nude man 
amd woman decorating a con- 
troversial article entitled “The 
Natural Superiority of Men?” 

Certainly the article present- 
ed nothing new or startling. 
Dr. Lionel Tiger, a Montreal- 
bern sociologist, repeated in 
his theory that women can’t je 
equal because our biological 
heritage dictates that men

This same Dr. Tiger was the 
subject of a lengthy article in 
Maclean's sister publication, 
Chatelaine, last fall. He sai 
the same things then and no 
one protested. 

This time, if you are .to be- 
lieve the drum beaters, a 
group known as the New Fem 
inists and the Women’s Libera- 
tion Movement, .decided to 
picket the head office of Ma- 
clean’s. 

The Militant feminists, al! 
15 of them, carried placards 
such as “Maclean's Smirks 
When It Talks About Women;” 
“Put Lionel Tiger Back In The 
Zoo: “Maclean’s. 9 national! 
Magazine ~- A Natfonal Scan- 
dal;” “Our Goal: Mdelean's For 
Every Trashcan; “Men Are Not 
Born. Superior; They Are 
Raised Privileged.” 

And “just by chance’, as the 
women were marchi tw 


ing, 
males showed up with thet 


own sign, “Rah, Rah Tiger.” 


And in case anyone. still 
thought it was legitimate, the 
women admitted to being the 
same group that picketed a 
Winter bikini centest at an out 
door establishment in Toronto. 


That contest was drawing little . 


attention when, out of no- 
where, the “Women's Libera- 
tion Movement” issued a state- 
ment denouncing the contest 
Needless to say, it drew all the 
television, newspaper and ra- 
dio stations. 


This time, the — publicity 
wasn't half as gogd. Perhaps 
the editors are catching on to 
the gimmick makers. 

Kither that, or they realize 
anyone preaching the natural 
superiority of males is doing 
so with tongue in check. 

After all, the editors making 
the assignments are married 
men. They KNOW the super: 
ority theory isa myth! — 

In fact, it’s about time the 
men got together and hegan 
demanding equal rights. Other 
Wise, the discrimination 
against the male species will 
expand, Ontario took the first 
step this year by ruling ‘all 
males required a fishing li- 
cense.

; Mr. Hawthorne claims a commis- 
sion bacteriological report shows 300,- 
000 parts of coliform bacteria per 100 
millelitres 100 yards downstream from 

ithe Madoc Sewage Plant. The report 
was made on March 14th. 

“You can imagine what the figures 
will be in August”, Mr. Hawthorne 
said. 

He added he felt the new plant sug- 
gested by the Ontario Water Re- 
sources Commission would not handle 
all the sewage of Madoc Village, €s- 
pecially with a $3,000,000 school addi- 
tion in the works. 

He spoke of the costs of five Ameri- 


can fishermen who came to his re- | 


sort to fish. He said that the govern- 
ment took gasoline taxes and fishing 
licences, when they arrived in On- 
tario. 

He suggested that the revenue ob- 
tained from this form of taxation: be 
utilized in the curing of water pollu- 
tion. ; ‘ :

Your letter of April 8, 1969, to Reeve, Tom Burnside, has been 
referred to us for reply. . 

You indicate that you are not clear on five items although these 
may have been discussed at the public hearing on January 13, 1969. 
Further information regarding your queries is as follows: 
~ 4. The proposed waste stablization pond system will provide an 
effective method of treatment of the sewered wastes and is advan- 
tageous over other types of systems since no diseharge to Deer Creek 
will be required during the recreational season. Treatment technology 
has improved over the past years and it is possible that additional im- 
provments in the future may lead to elimination of discharge to Deer 
Creek. : 

2... The sewage disposal system is designed to accommodate 1,800 
persons initially, on the basis of an estimated sewage contribution of 
100 gallons per person per day, We understand the present popula- 
ton of the Village is approximately 1,400 persons. One must also re- 
member that in the figure of 100 gallons per person per day, there is 
a certain allowance for commercial, light industrial, educational and 
recreational activities. For instance, a realistic estimate of domestic 
sewage flow from a purely resiaential development would be in the 
order of 60 gallons per person per day. Also, the sewage contribution 
from a school population is normally only about 15 gallons per person 
per day and thus 100 pupils would produce a sewage flow equivalent 
to only 15 persons. This is because in schools, there are very little, if 
any, laundry and bathtub wastes. 

3. The new system would reduce the oxygen demanding materials 
by 75 to 80 per cent. 

4. It is expected that “coliform bacteria” which @ the type -pre- 
valent in sewage will be reduced in excess of 99 per cent. 

5: The operation of ponds under certain controlled conditions can 
result in a substantial reduction of phosphorous. Research is presently 
beng done in determining effective and economical means of removing 
phosphorous. in waste stabilization ponds. 

Your statement, “in all states in the United States, an 80 per cent 
level proven useless in the removal of oxygen demanding materials... 
at this 80 per cent still can stifle plant and fish life”, is not clear. 
Could you elaborate? 

We trust that the foregoing will provide satisfactory answers to 
your questions.

Cats that aren't house-broken. 

They're bored, and they’re 
boring. They talk in endless 
circles about nothing. They 
even bore each other. But 
they're united in one thing -- 
their contempt for the adult 
world. 

High on their list of inter- 
ests, which are extremely lim. 
ited, are sex and drugs. On 
weekends, they are infiltrated 
by the “pushers”, many of 

_ them = amateurs, who arrive 
from the cities with their little 
packages of pot and speed and 
LSD. 

Taurking on the fringe of this 
bundle of bums js another 
group -— the teenie-boppers. 
These are not kids — they are 
children --, who are just be- 
ginning to make the scene, 
who find it fascinating, and 
who want-to try anything 
that’s voing. 

In the cities, same thing, ex- 
cert that it’s shopping plazas 
and opublig parks and the 
streets, instead of the beaches 
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Well, add to this parasitic 
swarm all the kids who want- 
ed, and needed, jobs this sum- 
mer, angry, frustrated, and you 
can see what's coming. I hope 

wrong, but two and two 
still make four. © 

Permissive parents, an infla- 
tionary society in which even 
young people need money; give 
masses of them nothing to do 
but look for kicks all summer, 
and the old. crystal ball looks 
pretty muddy. 

When I was a teenager (said 
the borings middle-aged man), 
summer jobs were even scar- 
cer. He who nabbed one was 
deeply ‘envied. My first job, at 
17, was working on a Great 
Lakes steamer, 12 hours a 
day, seven days a week, $1 a 
day. And every other kid in 
town thought I'd hit a bonanza. 
Boys who couldn't find a job 
played baseball and swam 
about eight hours a day. Girls 
did whatever girls do. giggled 
probably, and swam and picked 
berries. . 

Today's jobless youth barely 
muster enough energy to have 
a swim. In the day-time, that 
is. At night, they flower into 
some sort of life and go to bed 
at dawn .And wake up. Bored. 

There are a couple of villains 
in the piece, of course. One is 
industry: the other govern- 
ment. Industry could absorb 
twice as many students as it 
does, at comparatively little 
cost. Industry is the first to 
whine about the “products” it 
gets, but does little to help 
produce a first-class product. 
One or two future employees 
of high ¢alibre from a summer 
group would easily, repay the 
cost... And, it would be good 
public relations on which in- 
dustry spends thousands, most- 
ly on whiskey, 

Governments could, and 
should, plan werk projects to 
absorb most of the surplus stu- 
dents. They'd get it all back in 
taxes shortly. But if they sit on 
their behinds and allow a ge- 
neration of bitter, lazy, alienat- 
ed bums to sprout, it will cost 
them plenty in the end.
